Threce new cases were reportcd today, from Texas, Missouri and
Hawaii, TIn Texas a seven year old male developed mild bulbar signs
Nine days after receciving Lilly vaccine. The Missouri and Hawaii cases
Were given Cutter vaccine and the Missouri case first developed paralysis
in the arm inoculated.
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Two suspect cases associated with Lilly vaccine were mentioned
in yesterday's report. Onc of thesc has been classified a "not polio"
after further investigation; the other is rcported as PSU case No.
Tex-1l, At present there are no outstanding suspects associated with
Lilly vaccine.
